Commissioner  Nils  L.  Nordberg  of  the  Department  of  Employment  and  Training 
(D.E.T.)  announced  today  that  the  Massachusetts  unemployment  rate  for  December  was 
5.7  percent  —  up  from  5.5  in  November.  The  national  rate  was  5.4  percent  —  down 
from  November's  5.6  percent. 

"We  have  had  a  year  of  gradual  but  sustainable  growth,  with  an  annual  average 
unemployment  rate  in  Massachusetts  of  6.0  percent  compared  to  6. 1  for  the  U.S.," 
Nordberg  said.  "This  monthly  survey,  conducted  by  the  U.S.  Census  Bureau,  shows 
15,000  more  people  in  the  labor  force,  and  9,000  more  people  working,  and  6,000  more 
unemployed,  combining  for  December's  rate  of  5.7  percent." 

The  December  rates  for  ihe  remaining  ten  large  states  were:  California  -  7.4 
percent;  Florida  -  6.3;  New  Jersey  -  6. 1;  Texas  -  6.0;  Pennsylvania  -  5.9;  New  York  -  5.4; 
Michigan  -  4.5;  Ohio  -  4.3;  Illinois  -  4.2;  and  North  Carolina  -  3.3  percent. 

Nordberg  noted  that  the  payroll  survey  of  Massachusetts  jobs  in  November  was 
2,939,300  ~  69,100  more  than  in  November  of  1993.  The  services  industry  sector  had 
1,013,300  jobs,  exceeding  the  one-million  level  for  the  sixth  consecutive  month.  (See 
reverse  side.)

Commissioner  Nils  L.  Nordberg  of  the  Department  of  Employment  and  Training

slightly  to  6.0  percent  —  up  from  December's  revised  rate  of  5.6  percent.  The  national 
rate  was  5.7  percent  ~  up  from  5.4  in  December. 

"January's  rate  of  6.0  matches  the  state's  1994  annual  average  of  6.0  percent," 
Nordberg  said.  "This  monthly  suwey,  conducted  by  the  U.S.  Census  Bureau,  shows 
27,000  more  people  in  the  labor  force  and  14,000  more  people  working,  combining  for 
the  6.0  percent  rate."

Commissioner  Nils  L.  Nordberg  of  the  Division  of  Employment  and  Training  (D.E.T.) 
announced  today  that  the  payroll  survey  of  Massachusetts  jobs  (Current  Employment  Statistics) 
in  July  showed  an  estimated  total  of  3,022,900  jobs,  the  highest  level  since  March  1990.  The 
survey  shows  2,300  more  jobs  than  in  June  and  40,300  more  than  in  July  of  1995.  (See  page  2.) 

Nordberg  also  announced  that  the  Massachusetts  unemployment  rate  for  July  dropped  three- 
tenths  of  one  percent  to  4.5,  down  from  4.8  in  June,  the  lowest  state  rate  since  4.4  in  September 
1989.  The  national  rate  for  July  (annnounced  on  August  2)  was  5.4  percent,  up  from  5.3  in  June. 

"Unemployment  has  remained  under  5.0  percent  for  five  consecutive  months  and  is  nearly 
one  percentage  point  lower  than  the  5.4  percent  rate  one  year  ago,  July  of  1995,"  Nordberg  said.

MASS.  UNEMPLOYMENT  RATE  FOR  JUNE  DROPS  TO  3.9  PERCENT 

Deputy  Director  Nils  L.  Nordberg  of  the  Division  of  Employment  and  Training  (D.E.T.) 
announced  today  that  the  Massachusetts  unemployment  rate  for  June  was  3.9  percent,  down 
from  the  May  rate  of  4.2  percent.  The  national  rate  for  June  (released  on  July  3)  was  5.0 


percent,  up  from  4.8  in  May. 

Nordberg  also  announced  that  the  payroll  survey  of  Massachusetts  jobs  (Current  Employment 
Statistics)  in  June  showed  an  estimated  2,800  jobs  gain  over  the  month,  and  a  gain  of  72,600 
more  jobs  than  one  year  ago  in  June  of  1996.  (See  page  2.) 

"Our  average  unemployment  rate  for  the  last  twelve  months  is  4.0  percent,  ranging  between  3.8 
and  4.2  percent,  compared  to  the  U.S.  average  for  the  last  year  of  5.2  percent,"  Nordberg  said. 

Angelo  Buonopane,  Director  of  the  Department  of  Labor  and  Workforce  Development,  said, 
"The  June  resident  employment  level  of  3,097,800  shows  a  gain  of  47,400  since  June  of  1996, 
and  249,000  more  people  working  than  there  were  at  the  December  1991  low  point."

Survey  (CPS),  the  Current  Employment  Statistics  (CES)  and  the  unemployment  insurance  (UI) 
system.  The  seasonally  adjusted  CPS  data  shows  a  labor  force  of  3,224,900,  and  127,100 
unemployed  Massachusetts  residents  in  June.

MASS.  UNEMPLOYMENT  RATE  FOR  JULY  REMAINS  STEADY  AT  3.9  PERCENT 

Associate  Director  Joan  I.  Branton  of  the  Division  of  Employment  and  Training  (D.E.T.) 
announced  today  that  the  Massachusetts  unemployment  rate  for  July  was  3.9  percent,  down  slightly 
from  the  revised  June  rate  of  4.0  percent.  The  national  rate  for  July  (released  on  August  1)  was 
4.8  percent,  down  from  5.0  in  June. 

Branton  also  announced  that  the  payroll  survey  of  Massachusetts  jobs  (Current  Employment 
Statistics)  in  July  showed  an  estimated  6,900  jobs  gain  over  the  month,  and  a  gain  of  70,300  more 
jobs  than  one  year  ago  in  July  of  1996.  (See  page  2.) 

"Our  average  unemployment  rate  for  the  last  twelve  months  is  4.0  percent,  ranging  between 
3.8  and  4.2  percent,  compared  to  the  U.S.  average  for  the  last  year  of  5.1  percent,"  Branton  said. 

Angelo  Buonopane,  Director  of  the  Department  of  Labor  and  Workforce  Development,  said, 
"The  July  resident  employment  level  set  a  new  high  of  3,097,800,  surpassing  the  previous  record 
high  of  3,101,400  in  April  of  1997--up  54,200  over  the  past  year--a  gain  of  1.8  percent."

Deputy  Director  Nils  L.  Nordberg  of  the  Division  of  Employment  and  Training  (D.E.T.) 
announced  today  that  the  Massachusetts  unemployment  rate  for  August  rose  slightly  to  4.3  percent, 
up  from  the  July  rate  of  3.9  percent.  The  national  rate  for  August  (released  on  September  5)  was 
4.9  percent,  up  from  4.8  in  July. 

Nordberg  also  announced  that  tlie  payroll  survey  of  Massachusetts  jobs  (Current  Employment 
Statistics)  in  August  showed  an  estimated  2,700  jobs  gain  over  the  month,  and  a  gain  of  67,400  more 
jobs  than  one  year  ago  in  August  of  1996.  (See  page  2.) 

"Our  average  unemployment  rate  both  for  the  recent  three-month  period  and  for  the  year  to  date 
has  remained  at  4.0  percent,"  Nordberg  said.  "The  U.S.  unemployment  rate  average  for  the  comparable 
January  to  August  period  is  5.0  percent."

The  Massachusetts  unemployment  rate  for  October  dropped  to  3.7  percent,  down  from  the  September 
l.te  of  4.0  percent,  according  to  the  Division  of  Employment  and  Training  (D.E.T.).  The  state  rate  is  a 
ill  percentage  point  below  the  national  rate  for  October  of  4.7  percent. 

"Last  month  the  number  of  Massachusetts  residents  who  were  working  ~3,127,600~reached  the  highest

The  Division  of  Employment  and  Training  (D.E.T.)  announced  today  that  the  Massachusetts  unemployment 
rate  for  March  rose  slightly  to  3.7  percent,  up  from  the  February  rate  of  3.3  percent,  but  still  one  full  percentage 
point  under  the  U.S.  rate  for  March  of  4.7  percent. 

D.E.T.  also  announced  that  the  payroll  survey  of  Massachusetts  jobs  (Current  Employment  Statistics)  in 
March  showed  an  estimated  3,800  jobs  gain  over  the  month,  reaching  another  record  high  for  the  fifth 
consecutive  month  of  3,189,300.  Over  the  year,  90,200  jobs  were  created  in  Massachusetts,  an  annual  growth 
rate  of  2.9  percent  since  March  of  1997.  (See  page  2.) 

"Since  last  March,  we  have  added  more  than  90,000  new  jobs,  including  thousands  of  positions  in  business, 
engineering  and  high  tech  services,"said  Governor  Paul  Cellucci.  "This  most  recent  figure  is  a  strong  indication 
of  our  continuing  economic  expansion.  Since  the  end  of  1991 ,  we  have  added  more  than  400,000  new  jobs  in 
the  Commonwealth."

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JULY  UNEMPLOYMENT  RATE  DROPS  TO  3.1%;  JOBS  AND  EMPLOYMENT  HIT  NEW  RECORDS 

The  Division  of  Employment  and  Training  (DET)  announced  today  that  the  Massachusetts 
unemplovmept  rate  dropped  to  3.1  uercent  in  July>  down  from  June's  3.4  percent.  The  U.S. 
unemployment  rate  remained  unchanged  at  4.5  percent  for  the  month.  The  current  Massachusetts 
unemployment  rate  of  3. 1  percent  is  the  second-lowest  of  the  last  ten  years. 

DET  also  announced  that  both  the  number  of  jobs  in  Massachusetts  and  the  number  of  Bay  State 
residents  working  broke  all  previous  records  in  July.  At  3,210,700,  the  July  job  level  is  up  3,200  from 
the  previous  record  of  3,207,500  set  in  May  1998,  and  89,400  over  the  year  since  July  1997.  This  is  the 
largest  July-to-July  increase  since  1987.  The  3,152,800  Massachusetts  residents  working  in  July 
surpassed  the  previous  high  of  3,149,400  set  in  February  1998. 

Commenting  on  these  positive  trends,  Governor  Paul  Cellucci  said,  "Families  across  the 
Commonwealth  are  benefiting  from  these  economic  good  times.  Unemployment  is  at  a  near  record-low, 
more  people  are  working  than  ever  before,  and  jobs  are  at  an  all-time  high." 

Angelo  Buonopane,  Director  of  the  Department  of  Labor  and  Workforce  Development,  said,  "As  we 
head  into  Labor  Day,  with  an  economy  that  has  kept  unemployment  below  4.0  percent  for  the  past  ten 
months,  Massachusetts  working  families  can  enjoy  their  holiday  confident  that  they  will  be  back  on  the 
job  the  following  Tuesday."  Buonopane  also  noted  that  between  July  1997  and  July  1998,  the  number  of 
jobless  Massachusetts  residents  had  dropped  by  23  percent,  from  131,400  to  100,800. 

Services  led  the  way  in  job  growth,  gaining  3,800  jobs  in  July,  to  reach  a  new  high  of  1,150,900.  Since 
July  1997,  the  services  sector  has  added  44,300  jobs,  a  4.0  percent  annual  growth  rate.  Business  services 
and  engineering  and  management  services  recorded  over-the-year  growth  rates  of  7. 1  percent  and  6.2 
percent  respectively. 

Job  growth  occurred  in  Massachusetts  last  month  in  most  industry  sectors,  including  manufacturing, 
which  bucked  national  downward  trends  and  added  2,800  jobs  to  its  June  1998  base  of  452,300. 
Manufacturing  jobs  now  stand  at  455,100,  nearly  the  same  as  the  industry's  recent  peak  of  456,900, 
reached  in  February  1998.

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AT  3.3%  MASSACHUSETTS  UNEMPLOYMENT  REMAINS  LOWEST  OF  BIG  STATES; 
MORE  PEOPLE  WORKING  IN  STATE  THAN  EVER  BEFORE 

The  Division  of  Employment  and  Training  (DET)  announced  today  that  the  Massachusetts  unemployment 
rate  registered  3.3  percent  in  September,  equaling  its  3.3  percent  average  during  the  first  eight  months  of  1998. 
Despite  monthly  fluctuations,  the  Bay  State's  unemployment  raie  during  1998  has  remained  within  a  range  of 
3.0  percent  and  3.7  percent  and  has  consistently  registered  as  the  lowest  among  the  1 1  large  states.  The  U.S. 
unemployment  rate  rose  to  4.6  percent  in  September  fi-om  4.5  percent  in  August. 

In  addition,  the  number  of  Massachusetts  residents  working  increased  by  2,900  last  month,  to  reach  a  new  all- 
time  high  —  the  third  straight  month  during  which  more  people  were  working  than  ever  before  ~  while  the 
state's  economy  added  1,800  jobs,  bringing  the  jobs  total  to  3,210,700.  The  number  of  jobs  has  increased 
76,300  over  the  year  since  September  1997  and  425,400  since  the  December  1991  recession  low.  The 
continuing  strength  of  the  Massachusetts  economy  drew  a  particularly  large  number  of  people  into  the  labor 
force  in  September.  The  13,500  increase  in  the  Massachusetts  work  force  last  month  —  the  second  largest 
increase  in  the  past  year  —  was  coupled  with  record-breaking  levels  of  employment.  In  September, 
Massachusetts  had  23,800  fewer  unemployed  residents  than  one  year  ago,  a  decrease  of  18. 1  percent. 

Commenting  on  the  employment  report,  Govemor  Paul  Cellucci  said  "Massachusetts'  diversified  economy 
remains  strong  and  is  continuing  to  generate  new  jobs  for  our  state's  working  families.  In  times  like  these, 
when  the  economic  news  elsewhere  is  often  not  good,  the  results  of  our  hard  work  over  the  past  seven  years  in 
cutting  taxes  and  making  Massachusetts  an  attractive  place  to  work  and  do  business  are  particularly  clear." 

Finance,  insurance  and  real  estate  gained  600  jobs  in  September,  reaching  218,600,  its  highest  job  level  in 
nearly  ten  years,  while  services  added  300  jobs,  reaching  a  new  record  high  of  1,152,800.  Over  the  year  since 
September  1997,  services  has  added  nearly  40,000  jobs,  with  over  half  of  the  gcins  concentrated  in  business 
services  (which  grew  at  6.8  percent)  and  engineering  and  management  services  (which  grew  at  5.8  percent). 

DET  also  announced  last  week  that  the  State's  average  weekly  wage  was  $699.91  ~  or  $36,395.22  on  an 
annualized  basis  —  for  the  twelve  months  ending  March  31,  1998.  This  is  an  over-the-year  increase  of  5.2 
percent.

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AUGUST  UNEMPLOYMENT  RATE  DIPS  TO  3.0%;  LOWEST  RATE  IN  10  YEARS 


The  Division  of  Employment  and  Training  (DET)  announced  today  that  the  Massachusetts  unemployment 
rate  dropped  to  3.0  percent  in  August,  down  from  July's  3. 1  percent.  The  jobless  rate  is  tied  with  April's 
3.0  as  the  lowest  rate  since  1988.  The  Massachusetts  unemployment  rate  has  been  this  low  only  six  times 
since  modem  systems  of  collecting  unemployment  statistics  began  in  1970.  The  U.S.  unemployment  rate 
remained  unchanged  at  4.5  percent  for  the  third  consecutive  month. 

DET  also  announced  that  the  number  of  Massachusetts  residents  working  once  again  broke  all  previous 
records,  reaching  a  new  all-time  high  of  3,155,800  in  August,  while  the  number  of  jobs  in  Massachusetts 
has  increased  84,800  over  the  year  since  August  1997  and  425,300  since  the  December  1991  recession  low. 

"Our  record  low  unemployment  rate  and  creation  of  nearly  85,000  new  jobs  in  the  past  year  will  help 
families  across  the  Commonwealth  share  in  the  state's  economic  good  times,"  said  Governor  Paul  Cellucci. 
"A  strong  economy  combined  with  our  efforts  to  cut  taxes,  improve  the  public  school  system  and  ensure 
that  each  child  has  access  to  affordable  health  care  will  improve  the  overall  quality  of  life  for  families 
everywhere  in  Massachusetts." 

Angelo  Buonopane,  Director  of  the  Department  of  Labor  and  Workforce  Development,  said,  ''Not  only 
has  the  Massachusetts  unemployment  rate  been  lower  than  the  U  S  rate  for  42  consecutive  months,  but  the 
gap  of  1  5  percentage  points  is  the  widest  it  has  been  during  this  entire  period  Further,  the  number  of 
jobless  Massachusetts  residents  has  dropped  by  5,100  over  the  month  and  by  36,700  ~  or  28  percent  ~ 
since  one  year  ago 

In  a  related  economic  development,  the  Commerce  Department  released  revised  1997  per  capita  income 
estimates  earlier  this  week  It  estimates  1997  Massachusetts  per  capita  income  at  $3 1,207,  third  highest  in 
the  nation  behind  only  Connecticut  and  New  Jersey  Moreover,  the  growth  in  inflation  adjusted  per  capita 
incomes  of  Massachusetts  residents  between  1991  and  1997  was  the  second  largest  in  the  L^S. 

Services  gained  1,300  jobs  in  August,  reaching  another  record  high  of  1,152,800.  Since  August  1997,  the 
services  sector  has  added  43,200  jobs,  a  3  9  percent  annual  growth  rate,  and  has  accounted  for  over  half  of 
the  84,800  jobs  created  in  Massachusetts  during  the  past  year.

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MASSACHUSETTS  UNEMPLOYMENT  RATE  PLUMMETS  TO  2.9%; 
LOWEST  RATE  SINCE  JULY  1987 


The  Division  of  Employment  and  Training  (DET)  announced  today  that  the 
Massachusetts  unemployment  rate  fell  to  2.9  percent  in  November,  down  0.5 
percentage  point  from  one  month  ago,  and  1.0  percentage  point  from  one  year  ago. 
This  marks  just  the  third  time  since  modem  systems  of  collecting  unemployment 
statistics  began  in  1970  that  the  Massachusetts  rate  has  been  under  3  percent.  The 
prior  two  occasions  were  in  January  1970  when  the  unemployment  rate  was  2.4 
percent  and  in  July  1987  when  the  rate  was  2.8  percent. 

Commenting  on  these  very  positive  trends.  Governor  Paul  Cellucci  said  "News 
could  not  be  better  for  our  working  families  during  this  holiday  season. 
Unemployment  has  plummeted  to  below  3  percent  for  the  first  time  in  more  than  a 
decade  and  more  people  are  working  than  ever  before." 

The  Massachusetts  unemployment  rate  is  now  fully  1.5  percentage  points  below 
the  4.4  percent  U.S.  average,  the  greatest  disparity  since  the  State  and  national  rate 
first  diverged  nearly  four  years  ago. 

The  number  of  unemployed  Massachusetts  residents  also  dropped  to  an  1 1  year 
low  of  95,700.  Joblessness  was  last  this  low  in  November  1987,  when  91,800 
persons  were  unemployed. 

The  number  of  people  working  in  the  Bay  State  reached  a  new  all-time  high  of 
3,173,600  in  November,  surpassing  last  month's  record  high  by  nearly  10,000,  and 
is  up  36,800  from  one  year  ago,  with  29,100  -  or  nearly  80  percent  of  that  increase  - 
occurring  in  just  the  last  five  months.  In  November,  for  the  first  time  ever,  two  out 

population  ratio"  broke  last  month's  previous  record  of  66.5  percent.  Seven  years 
ago  this  ratio  was  only  61.1  percent.  The  U.S.  "employment-population  ratio"  in 
November  1998  was  64.1  percent. 

Massachusetts  also  set  a  new  record  of  3,218,600  jobs,  6,200  above  the  previous 
record  which  was  set  just  last  month.  Job  increases  were  recorded  in  five  of  the 
seven  major  industry  sectors.  Since  one  year  ago,  Massachusetts  has  added  61,000 
jobs.

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The  services  sector  added  the  largest  number  of  jobs  last  month,  growing  by 
3,000  jobs.  This  sector  has  generated  39,200  jobs  since  November  1997.  Business 
services  and  engineering  and  management  services  accounted  for  about  22,000  of 
this  sector's  total  over-the-j^ear  job  gain,  and  they  have  grown  at  a  6.3  percent  rate 
over  the  past  year. 

Construction  recorded  the  fastest  rate  of  growth  of  the  major  industry  sectors, 
both  over  the  month  (2.3  percent)  and  over  the  year  (8.0  percent).  Mild  seasonal 
weather  may  have  contributed  to  the  very  strong  2,500  job  increase  in  November. 

Trade  showed  a  2,300  job  gain  in  November,  ending  a  two  month  decline.  The 
retail  segment  added  1,800  jobs  with  stronger  than  average  seasonal  hiring 
occurring  in  general  merchandise  stores,  apparel  stores,  and  specialty  retail  shops, 
as  employers  geared  up  for  the  holiday  shopping  season. 

Finance,  insurance  and  real  estate  posted  a  1,000  job  gain  in  November,  its 
largest  monthly  increase  since  June  1996.  The  financial  services  component, 
including  the  security  and  commodity  broker  and  banking  industries,  remained 
strong  with  job  levels  up  6,100  or  5.2  percent  from  one  year  ago. 

Manufacturing  declined  by  2,000  last  month  as  global  economic  uncertainty 
continued  to  impact  manufacturing  performance  in  both  the  U.S.  as  a  whole  and 
Massachusetts.  Manufacturing  jobs  now  stand  at  444,800.  Nonetheless,  several 
components  of  the  manufacturing  sector  -  including  lumber  and  furniture, 
transportation  equipment,  printing  and  publishing,  chemicals,  miscellaneous 
plastic  products,  and  jewelry  —  continued  to  record  over-the-year  gains.  Job 
growth  in  high  tech  industries  also  generally  continues  to  be  strong.  High  tech 
nonmanufacturing  jobs  are  up  9,800  or  7.2  percent  since  November  1997, 
although  high  tech  manufacturing  is  off  2,400  or  1 .5  percent  over  the  year.

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NEW  RECORD  HIGH  NUMBER  OF  PEOPLE  WORKING; 
MASSACHUSETTS  UNEMPLOYMENT  RATE  AT  3.1%  IN  DECEMBER 

The  Division  of  Employment  and  Training  (DET)  announced  today  that  the 
Massachusetts  seasonally  adjusted  unemployment  rate  was  3.1  percent  in  December 
1998.  One  year  ago,  in  December  1997,  the  Massachusetts  unemployment  rate  was  3.8 
percent. 

December  closed  a  strong  year  for  the  Massachusetts  economy.  The  1998  aimual 
average  unemployment  rate  of  3.3  percent,  was  the  lowest  aimual  rate  since  1988,  when 
the  rate  was  also  3.3  percent.  The  1998  and  1988  annual  rates  are  tied  for  the  second 
lowest  of  the  29-year  period  beginning  in  1970,  when  modem  systems  of  collecting 
unemployment  statistics  began.  The  lowest  aimual  average  rate  over  this  period  was  3.2 
percent,  recorded  in  1987. 

Commenting  on  the  latest  jobs  report,  Governor  Paul  Cellucci  said  "With  an 
unemployment  rate  that  remains  at  a  near  record  low  and  a  continuing  strong  job  growth, 
the  Massachusetts  economy  is  setting  the  pace  for  the  nation." 


The  Massachusetts  annual  average  unemployment  rate  has  now  been  on  the  decline  for 
seven  consecutive  years,  since  peaking  at  9.1  percent  in  1991,  and  has  been  below  the  U.S. 
rate  for  the  past  five  years.  Massachusetts  and  U.S.  annual  average  unemployment  rates  for 
1991-1998  are  compared  on  the  following  table:

In  December,  for  the  sixth  straight  month,  the  number  of  people  working  in 
Massachusetts  reached  a  new  high.  There  were  3,174,900  people  working  in  December 
1998,  an  increase  of  more  than  30,000  since  June  1998  and  an  increase  of  326,100  -  1 1.4 
percent  ~  since  the  December  1991  recession  low. 


Massachusetts  posted  strong  job  gains  in  December,  setting  its  fourth  consecutive  all- 
time  high  ~  3,225,900.  The  9,000  monthly  job  increase  was  the  largest  gain  since  May 
1998,  when  10,800  jobs  were  added.  Jobs  are  up  57,500  (1.8  percent)  over  the  year  since 
December  1997.

Services  added  4,100  jobs  in  December,  setting  another  record  high  at  1,164,800. 
Business  services  and  engineering  and  management  services  remained  strong. 
These  two  industries  combined  have  accounted  for  22,100,  or  57  percent,  of  the 
38,700  net  new  services  jobs  created  over  the  past  year. 

Unseasonably  mild  weather  helped  construction  post  the  fastest  rate  of  growth 
(1.5  percent)  of  any  industry  sector  for  the  third  month  in  a  row.  Construction  also 
showed  the  fastest  rate  of  grov^h  over  the  year  (7.5  percent),  with  an  increase  of 
7,800  jobs  since  December  1997. 

Finance,  insurance  and  real  estate  climbed  to  221,300  jobs  in  December,  the 
result  of  a  1,200  job  gain,  the  largest  monthly  increase  since  a  1,200  increase  in 
June  1996.  The  last  time  this  sector  recorded  a  larger  monthly  increase  was  in 
October  1993  (1,700).  Finance,  insurance  and  real  estate  showed  a  very  strong 
fourth  quarter  growth,  with  gains  of  900  jobs  in  November  and  700  in  October,  in 
addition  to  December's  1,200  job  increase.  The  financial  services  component, 
including  the  security  and  commodity  broker  and  banking  industries,  remains  very 
strong  with  job  levels  up  6,800  or  5.8  percent  fi-om  one  year  ago. 

Trade  added  600  jobs  in  December,  equaling  its  average  monthly  gain  over  the 
last  twelve  months.  Jobs  in  this  sector  have  increased  7,600  over  the  year,  to 
73 1 ,200.  Over-the-year  grov^h  rates  have  been  very  strong  in  general 
merchandise  stores  (7.9  percent)  and  furniture  and  equipment  stores  (7.1  percent). 

Manufacturing  jobs  continued  to  decline  last  month  but  the  200  job  loss  was 
much  smaller  than  those  of  the  prior  four  months.  Manufacturing  jobs  stood  at 
444,200  in  December,  down  8,700  (1.9  percent)  fi-om  December  1997.  Certain 
pockets  of  manufacturing  continue  to  generate  over-the-year  job  gains,  including 
lumber  and  fiimiture,  transportation  equipment,  printing  and  publishing, 
chemicals,  miscellaneous  plastic  products,  and  jewelry.  High  tech 
nonmanufacturing  industries  continue  to  show  robust  job  grov^,  up  9,700  or  7.1 
percent  since  December  1997,  but  high  tech  manufacturing  is  off  3,500  or  2.1 
percent  over  the  year,  paralleling  to  the  1 .9  percent  decline  in  total  manufacturing.

MASSACHUSETTS  UNEMPLbYMEfJ^T^-TE  REMAINS  AT  3.1%  IN 

JANUAl^^t^^y  Cooy 


The  Division  of  Employment  and  Training  (DET)  announced  today  that  the 
Massachusetts  seasonally  adjusted  unemployment  rate  was  3.1  percent  in  January 
1999,  the  third  consecutive  month  the  rate  has  been  at  this  level.  One  year  ago,  in 
January  1998,  the  Massachusetts  unemployment  rate  was  3.6  percent.  (Normal 
year-end  benchmark  revisions  resulted  in  slight  changes  to  the  historical  labor 
force  estimates  for  1994-1998.  Among  those  changes  was  a  revision  of  the 
November  1998  unemployment  rate  from  2.9  percent  to  3.1  percent.) 

The  Massachusetts  rate  has  remained  under  4  percent  for  1 6  consecutive  months, 
averaging  3.3  percent  for  calendar  year  1998. 

Commenting  on  the  positive  unemployment  numbers,  Governor  Paul  Cellucci 
said  "When  we  first  brought  the  unemployment  rate  under  4  percent  in  October 
1997  there  was  some  skepticism  as  to  whether  we  could  maintain  this  level.  Since 
then,  the  rate  continued  to  fall  and  in  recent  months  has  been  at  near  record 
lows." 


The  U.S.  unemployment  rate  was  also  unchanged  in  January  1999,  remaining  at 
4.3  percent.  The  Massachusetts  rate  continues  to  run  well  below  the  U.S.  average, 
and  has  recorded  a  lower  rate  than  the  nation  during  each  of  the  past  47  months. 

There  were  3,161,300  people  working  in  January  1999,  a  slight  increase  of  2,100 
from  the  prior  month.  The  number  of  unemployed  at  101,900  also  showed  a 
marginal  increase  of  1,500  from  the  prior  month,  but  remained  well  below  the  1998 
annual  average  of  109,100. 

Massachusetts  jobs  were  down  5,500  over  the  month,  from  a  record  high  of 
3,198,500  in  December  1998  to  3,193,000  in  January  1999.  Much  of  the  drop  is 
attributable  to  post-holiday  payroll  trimming  in  retail  establishments.  Jobs  are  up 
46,800  (1.5  percent)  since  January  1998.  (Normal  year-end  benchmark  revisions 
resulted  in  changes  to  the  historical  estimates  for  1994-1998.) 

Construction  added  2,400  jobs  in  January  to  the  sector's  1 10,600  December  job 
base,  aided  by  favorable  winter  weather  patterns.  General  building  and  special 
trade  construction  remain  strong,  pushing  construction  sector  gains  to  7,900  or  7.5 
percent  since  January  1998.

Transportation  and  utilities  gained  1,600  jobs  in  January,  equaling  its  record  high 
of  137,000  in  July  1998. 

Services  jobs  were  essentially  level  in  January  at  1,146,300,  following  a  string  of 
fourteen  consecutive  monthly  record  job  gains.  Growth  in  services  has  accounted 
for  27,300  jobs  since  January  1998,  nearly  60  percent  of  all  net  new  jobs.  Growth 
in  business  services  and  engineering  services  continued  unabated.  Business 
services  added  600  jobs  in  January  and  9,800  or  4.2  percent  over  the  year. 
Engineering  services  added  300  jobs  in  January  and  6,100  or  5.1  percent  over  the 
year.  Engineering  and  management  services  has  registered  job  gains  in  each  of  the 
60  months  of  the  new  seasonally  adjusted  series,  while  business  services  nearly 
matched  that  performance,  registering  job  gains  in  59  of  the  last  60  months. 

Finance,  insurance  and  real  estate  (219,100)  lost  900  jobs  in  January,  its  first 
monthly  decline  since  January  1998.  Over  this  twelve  month  time  period,  strength 
in  the  financial  services  component  has  led  to  a  5,600  or  2.6  percent  increase  in  the 
finance,  insurance  and  real  estate  sector. 

Trade  declined  5,200  in  January  to  722,000.  Some  of  this  job  loss  can  be 
attributed  to  the  aftermath  of  strong  seasonal  hiring  during  the  holiday  shopping 
season.  Altogether,  trade  jobs  are  up  10,100  over  the  year,  while  building  supply 
stores  and  general  merchandise  stores  have  added  jobs  both  over  the  month  and 
over  the  year. 

Manufacturing  jobs  were  down  1,700  in  January,  to  438,500,  in  line  with  recent 
trends  in  this  sector.  Overall  high  tech  jobs  are  up  1,500  over  the  year,  with  high 
tech  nonmanufacturing  showing  strong  job  growth  of  5.6  percent,  but  high  tech 
manufacturing  posting  a  3.7  percent  decline. 

NOTE:  Historical  labor  force,  employment,  and  unemployment  estimates  for 
Massachusetts  from  1994  through  1998  were  revised  as  of 2/26/99  to  incorporate 
updated  population  controls,  revised  seasonal  adjustment  factors,  reestimation  of  models, 
and  benchmarking  to  CPS  annual  averages.  Historical  seasonally  adjusted  jobs  estimates 
for  Massachusetts  from  1994  through  1998  and  historical  unadjusted  jobs  estimates  for 
Massachusetts  and  the  ten  major  labor  market  areas  for  1997  and  1998,  were  revised  as 
of 2/26/99  to  reflect  annual  benchmarking  adjustments.  Seasonally  adjusted  estimates 
for  Massachusetts  are  now  also  available  for  selected  industries  back  to  1994.

The  Division  of  Employment  and  Training  (DET)  announced  today  that  the 
Massachusetts  seasonally  adjusted  unemployment  rate  in  February  1999  dropped 
to  2.9  percent  from  a  revised  3.2  percent  in  January.  Over  the  last  18  months,  the 
Massachusetts  rate  has  shown  a  steady  decline,  from  4.1  percent  in  August  1997  to 
2.9  percent  at  present.  This  represents  only  the  third  time  since  1970  that  the  rate 
has  been  under  3  percent. 

The  Massachusetts  three  month  average  unemployment  rate  for  the  months 
December  1998  to  Februar>'  1999  was  3.1  percent,  while  the  rate  for  the  most 
recent  12  month  period  (March  1998-February  1999)  was  3.2  percent.  Many 
analysts  look  to  three  month  averages  as  a  good  gauge  of  employment  trends,  and 
the  most  recent  three  month  figures  point  to  a  very  strong  labor  market  in  the  Bay 
State. 


The  number  of  unemployed  in  Massachusetts  dropped  from  102,900  in  January 
to  93,600  in  February.  This  is  down  22,100  from  a  year  ago,  and  represents  the 
few  est  number  of  unemployed  Massachusetts  residents  in  nearly  29  years,  or  since 
90,000  were  unemployed  in  March  1970. 

Commenting  on  the  positive  unemployment  numbers,  Governor  Paul  Cellucci 
said  "The  Massachusetts  economy  remains  very  strong  but  even  with  an 
unemployment  rate  that  has  now  fallen  under  3  percent,  we  remain  frilly 
committed  in  our  efforts  to  foster  an  economic  climate  that  benefits  all  our  state's 
working  families." 

The  U.S.  unemployment  rat?  rose  slightly  in  February,  from  4.3  percent  to  4.4 
percent.  The  Massachusetts  rate  of  2.9  percent  was  1.5  percentage  points  below 
the  U.S.  rate,  the  widest  disparity  since  the  state  and  national  rates  began  to 
diverge  four  years  ago. 

There  were  3,170,900  Massachusetts  residents  working  in  February  1999.  The 
9,200  monthly  increase  from  January  corresponded  with  the  9,300  drop  in 
unemployment,  and  the  number  of  people  working  in  February  broke  by  1,900  the 
previous  all-time  high  set  in  July  1998.

Massachusetts  added  9,800  jobs  in  February,  reaching  a  new  record  high  of 
3,203,700,  surpassing  the  previous  high  of  3,198,500  in  December  1998.  Jobs  are 
up  47,100  (1.5  percent)  since  February  1998. 

Services  jobs  increased  3,500  in  February  to  a  record  high  of  1,149,500,  negating 
the  small  1,200  job  decline  in  January.  Since  February  1998,  services  jobs  have 
grown  26,700  or  2.4  percent.  Business  services  is  up  7,900  or  3.4  percent  over  the 
year  and  engineering  and  management  services  is  up  5,500  jobs  or  4.6  percent. 

Retail  trade  added  5,400  jobs  in  February,  offsetting  the  4,200  post-holiday 
season  job  decline  of  the  previous  month.  Gains  were  strongest  in  eating  and 
drinking  places  (3,900)  and  apparel  stores  (1,600),  while  general  merchandise 
stores  (-1,100)  was  the  industry  showing  the  largest  decline  in  this  sector.  Retail 
trade  jobs  are  up  10,500  or  1.9  percent  over  the  year,  with  retail  specialty  stores 
showing  the  biggest  increase  of  3,700  or  4.2  percent. 

Finance,  insurance  and  real  estate  rebounded  from  a  700  job  loss  in  January, 
posting  a  900  job  increase  to  220,200.  Since  February  1998,  jobs  are  up  6,300  or 
2.9  percent,  nearly  twice  the  overall  job  growth  rate.  Over-the-year  gains  have 
been  concentrated  in  the  security  and  commodity  broker  and  banking  industries. 
Effects  from  the  recently  announced  banking  merger  are  yet  to  be  known. 

Gains  in  the  transportation  industry  pushed  transportation  and  utilities  jobs  up 
400  to  137,800  in  February.  This  followed  a  strong  January  increase  in  both 
transportation  and  communications  that  added  2,000  jobs  and  a  record  high  for  this 
sector. 

Construction  added  1,700  jobs  in  February  with  all  the  gains  occurring  in  special 
trade  contractors,  who  are  benefiting  from  the  mild  winter  weather.  Construction 
has  added  8,600  jobs  or  8.1  percent  since  February  1998  as  low  interest  rates  have 
contributed  to  a  building  boom. 

Manufacturing  continued  its  downward  trend,  with  a  loss  of  1,900  jobs  in 
February.  However,  the  plastics,  lumber  and  furniture,  and  jewelry  industries 
posted  job  gains  over  the  past  12  months.  Overall  high  tech  jobs  are  up  200  over 
the  year,  with  high  tech  nonmanufacturing  showing  strong  job  growth  of  5.6 
percent,  and  high  tech  manufacturing  recording  a  4.5  percent  decline.

HISTORY 


The  Division  of  Employment  and  Training  (DET)  announced  today  that  the 
Massachusetts  seasonally  adjusted  unemployment  rate  in  March  1999  dropped  to 
2.8  percent  from  2.9  percent  in  February.  The  March  1999  rate  is  tied  with  July 
1987's  2.8  percent  as  the  lowest  since  January  1970,  when  the  rate  was  2.4 
percent. 

Massachusetts  posted  a  first  quarter  1999  unemployment  rate  of  2.9  percent. 
This  marks  the  first  time  that  a  quarterly  unemployment  rate  has  been  under  3 
percent  since  modem  systems  of  collecting  unemployment  statistics  began  in 
1970.  The  previous  quarterly  low  of  3.0  percent  was  recorded  in  both  the  third  and 
fourth  quarters  of  1987. 

The  number  of  Massachusetts  residents  working  reached  a  new  record  high  of 
3,173,400  in  March,  up  2,600  fi-om  last  month's  previous  all-time  high. 

Commenting  on  the  positive  employment  numbers.  Governor  Paul  Cellucci  said 
"The  numbers  keep  getting  better  and  better.  Our  challenge  now  is  to  sustain  this 
economic  boom,  by  pursuing  tax  and  spending  policies  that  foster  growth  and  keep 
Massachusetts  competitive." 

The  U.S.  unemployment  rate  also  declined  in  March,  from  4.4  percent  to  4.2 
percent.  The  Massachusetts  rate  of  2.8  percent  was  1 .4  percentage  points  below

The  Massachusetts  economy  continues  to  generate  new  jobs,  reaching  a  record 
high  of  3,21 1,000  in  March,  a  7,100  increase  from  February's  previous  high.  Most 
industry  sectors  posted  job  gains  over  the  month.  Jobs  are  up  48,000  (1.5  percent) 
over  the  last  12  months  and  425,700  (15.3  percent)  since  the  December  1991 
recession  low.

Retail  trade  added  the  most  jobs  for  the  second  month  in  a  row.  The  2,800  job 
gain  (an  annuaHzed  rate  of  6.1  percent)  was  concentrated  in  three  industries: 
general  merchandise  stores,  eating  and  drinking  places,  and  furniture  stores.  Retail 
trade  is  up  13,000  over  the  year  to  555,000,  with  all  eight  industry  segments 
posting  gains.  The  strongest  over-the-year  performance  was  turned  in  by  specialty 
retail  stores,  with  a  gain  of  4,000  or  4.6  percent. 

Services  jobs  increased  2,700  in  March  (an  annualized  rate  of  2.8  percent), 
reaching  another  record  high  of  1,151,900.  A  2,200  job  increase  in  business 
services  accounted  for  much  of  the  monthly  gain.  Sendees  jobs  have  risen  25,600 
or  2.3  percent  since  March  1998.  Engineering  and  management  services  have 
grown  the  fastest  at  5  percent  (6,000  jobs),  while  business  services  added  the  most 
jobs  (8,900  or  3.8  percent). 

Construction  continued  to  add  jobs  at  a  brisk  pace  with  a  1,700  job  gain  in 
March,  its  ninth  consecutive  monthly  increase.  Since  June  1998,  construction  job 
rolls  have  expanded  from  106,200  to  1 16,400,  an  increase  of  10,200  or  9.6  percent. 
Special  trade  contractors  and  general  building  contractors  accounted  for  most  of 
the  job  gain. 

Finance,  insurance  and  real  estate  added  500  jobs  in  March,  consistent  with  its 
6,000  increase  over  the  past  year.  Job  gains  in  security  and  commodity  brokers 
were  slightly  offset  by  job  losses  in  commercial  banks.  Finance,  insurance  and 
real  estate  jobs  now  stand  at  220,700  and  the  2.8  percent  over-the-year  increase  in 
this  sector  is  second  only  to  construction. 

Manufacturing  lost  700  jobs  in  March,  all  in  the  durable  goods  component. 
While  the  decrease  was  much  smaller  than  in  recent  months,  manufacturing  jobs 
are  down  3.9  percent  since  March  1998.  The  plastics,  lumber  and  furniture,  and 
jewelry  industries  countered  the  overall  manufacturing  trend  by  posting  over  the 
year  gains.  Overall  high  tech  jobs  are  essentially  unchanged  over  the  year  at

UNEMPLOYMENT  IN  BAY  STATE  AT  2.9%  IN  APRIL  -  THIRD 
CONSECUTIVE  MONTH  UNDER  3%;  JOB  GROWTH  ACCELERATES 


The  Division  of  Empl'^^ymeRt  and  Training  (DET)  announced  today  that 
Massachusetts  posted  a  seasonally  adjusted  unemployment  rate  of  2.9  percent  in 
April  1999,  up  0.1  percentage  point  from  March.  Since  modem  systems  of 
collecting  unemployment  statistics  began  in  1970,  the  Massachusetts  monthly 
unemployment  rate  has  been  under  3.0  percent  on  only  five  occasions,  three  of 
which  have  been  in  the  last  three  months. 


Massachusetts  has  now  recorded  a  lower  unemployment  rate  than  the  nation  for 
50  consecutive  months.  The  U.S.  unemployment  rate  also  increased  in  April,  from 
4.2  percent  to  4.3  percent.  With  a  rate  of  2.9  percent,  Massachusetts  maintained  a 
differential  of  1 .4  percentage  points  lower  than  the  U.S. 

Commenting  on  the  latest  jobs  report,  Governor  Paul  Cellucci  said  "Not  only  are 
the  numbers  very  positive,  but  they  have  been  consistently  good.  This  shows  that 
our  emphasis  on  fostering  a  strong  Massachusetts  economy  is  succeeding." 

The  number  of  Massachusetts  residents  working  increased  by  5,900  in  April, 
setting  a  new  record  high  of  3,1 78,700.  Due  to  labor  force  expansion, 
unemployment  was  up  slightly  over  the  months  from  91,800  in  March  to  93,600  in 
April. 

Massachusetts  job  levels  also  reached  a  new  record  high  of  3,218,200  in  April. 
The  8,300  over- the-month  job  increase  was  nearly  double  the  average  monthly 
growth  of  the  past  12  months.  The  total  job  count  is  up  51,600  (1.6  percent)  over 
the  last  12  months. 


Services  added  5,600  jobs  in  April,  its  largest  one  month  increase  since 
November  1996.  Business  services,  engineering  and  management  services,  and 
social  services  all  reported  strong  over-the-month  gains.  Business  services  and 
engineering  and  management  services  have  contributed  to  over  half  of  the  yearly 
job  gains  in  the  services  sector,  with  a  combined  growth  rate  of  4.2  percent.

Retail  trade  recorded  a  2,900  job  gain  in  April  (an  annualized  rate  of  6.3 
percent),  continuing  its  recent  solid  performance.  Since  January,  retail  trade  has 
added  jobs  at  an  annualized  rate  of  over  8  percent.  Eating  and  drinking  places 
(+1,200)  and  food  stores  (+900)  added  the  most  jobs  over  the  month,  but  the 
fastest  monthly  growth  rates  occurred  in  building  material  stores  (+2.1  percent), 
general  merchandise  stores  (+1.5  percent),  and  apparel  stores  (+1.0  percent) . 
Retail  trade  is  up  14,400  or  2.7  percent  over  the  year  to  557,000,  with  all  eight 
industry  segments  recording  gains. 

Finance,  insurance  and  real  estate  rose  to  221,500,  the  result  of  a  strong  monthly 
gain  of  900  jobs  (an  annualized  rate  of  4.9  percent).  Since  April  1998,  this  sector 
has  added  5,800  jobs,  an  annual  increase  of  2.7  percent.  Job  gains  in  security  and 
commodity  brokers  have  accounted  for  much  of  the  increase. 

Construction  lost  500  jobs  in  May,  its  first  monthly  job  loss  in  nearly  a  year. 
Construction  jobs  remained  plentiful  during  a  mild  winter;  as  a  result,  seasonal 
hiring  was  less  than  what  normally  occurs  in  April.  Since  April  1998,  construction 
has  added  7,700  jobs  to  reach  a  level  of  1 15,600.  The  7.1  percent  annual  growth 
rate  remains  the  highest  of  any  major  industry  sector 

Manufacturing  was  unchanged  in  April  at  436,000.  The  textile,  rubber  and 
plastic,  and  paper  industries  all  contributed  to  the  600-job  gain  in  nondurable 
goods  but  these  gains  were  offset  by  a  600-job  loss  in  durable  goods. 
Manufacturing  jobs  are  off  3.5  percent  in  the  past  12  months,  but  the  plastics, 
lumber  and  furniture,  and  jewelry  industries  all  posted  over-the-year  gains.  Overall 
high  tech  jobs  are  essentially  unchanged  over  the  year  at  302,500,  with  high  tech 
nonmanufacturing  showing  strong  job  growth  of  5.1  percent,  and  high  tech 
manufacturing  recording  a  4.6  percent  decline.

The  Division  of  Employment  and  Training  (DET)  today  announced  that  the 
Massachusetts  seasonally  adjusted  unemployment  rate  rose  from  3.0  percent  in  June 
to  3.2  percent  in  July,  tlie  same  rate  posted  in  May.  For  the  first  seven  months  of 
1999  unemployment  has  averaged  3.0  percent. 

The  Massachusetts  rate  was  1.1  percentage  point  lower  than  the  U.S.  rate,  which 
remained  unchanged  at  4.3  percent.  The  Massachusetts  rate  has  been  lower  than  the

lower  during  each  of  the  past  fourteen  months. 

Commenting  on  the  latest  jobs  report.  Governor  Paul  Cellucci  said  "Record  job 
growth  continues  to  drive  our  strong  economy,  placing  Massachusetts  at  the 
forefront  as  an  attractive  place  to  work  and  do  business." 

The  number  of  Massachusetts  residents  working  in  July  increased  by  3,100, 
reaching  a  new  record  breaking  high  of  3, 1 8 1 ,200.  The  strong  economy  attracted 
9,000  more  persons  into  the  labor  force  in  July,  the  largest  one  month  expansion 
since  December  1997,  when  the  labor  force  grew  by  10,100.  This  large  labor  force 
expansion  caused  a  5,900  increase  in  reported  unemployment  last  month,  despite 
the  substantial  increase  in  the  number  of  people  who  were  employed. 

The  pace  of  Massachusetts  job  growth  accelerated  in  July  from  that  recorded 
over  the  prior  two  monthly  periods.  The  5,800  monthly  increase  boosted  job 
levels  to  3,226,200,  the  sixth  consecutive  record  breaking  high.  Jobs  are  up  42,700 
(1.3  percent)  from  one  year  ago;  however,  more  than  three- fourths  of  these  gains 
(32,300  jobs)  occurred  during  the  past  six  m.onths,  evidence  of  the  continuing 
extraordinary  strength  of  the  Massachusetts  economy. 

Among  the  major  industry  sectors,  retail  trade  posted  the  biggest  gains  for  the 
second  straight  month,  adding  4,900  jobs  in  July.  Eating  and  drinking  places,  food 
stores,  apparel  stores,  and  specialty  retail  shops  all  recorded  sizeable  over-the- 
month  gains.  Since  July  1998,  retail  trade  has  added  13,800  jobs,  to  reach 
562,200,  growing  at  a  2.5  percent  annual  rate.  Three  retail  industries  showed 
annual  growth  rates  of  at  least  four  percent:  Specialty  retail  stores  (5.3  percent); 
building  materials  and  supplies  (4.8  percent);  and  apparel  stores  (4.0  percent). 
Wholesale  trade,  at  177,100,  added  900  jobs  over  the  month  and  is  up  1,800  or  1.0 
percent  from  one  year  ago.

Job  growth  in  services  slowed  over  the  last  two  months,  with  1,200  jobs  added  in 
June  and  1,300  in  July.  Still,  jobs  in  the  Bay  State's  largest  sector  reached  their 
sixth  consecutive  record  high  last  month,  totaling  1,162,100.  Since  July  1998, 
services  jobs  have  increased  by  27,600  or  2.4  percent.  Business  services  are  up 
9,400  or  4.0  percent  over  the  year,  engineering  and  management  services  are  up 
5,100  or  4.2  percent,  and  social  services  are  up  3,100  or  3.7  percent. 

Finance,  insurance  and  real  estate  recorded  a  400  job  gain  in  July  after  remaining 
essentially  unchanged  during  the  prior  two  month  period.  Gains  were  recorded  in 
the  security  and  commodity  broker  industry,  while  lesser  gains  in  banking  were 
offset  by  losses  in  insurance.  At  222,000,  jobs  in  finance,  insurance  and  real  estate 
are  up  4,600  or  2.1  percent  over  the  year,  with  gains  concentrated  in  the  security 
and  commodity  broker  and  banking  industries. 

Construction  added  200  jobs  in  July.  Construction  jobs  are  up  6,500  or  6.0 
percent  since  July  1998,  but  employment  in  this  sector  has  remained  generally  level 
throughout  much  of  1999. 

Manufacturing  jobs  increased  for  the  first  time  since  July  1998.  The  700  job 
increase  paralleled  the  national  trend,  where  manufacturing  posted  job  gains  for 
the  first  time  since  August  1998.  Manufacturing  jobs  are  off  14,700  or  3.3  percent 
since  July  1 998  and  it  is  too  early  to  know  whether  the  July  numbers  for  this  sector 
represent  a  change  in  the  trend.  However,  some  manufacturing  industries  are 
showing  over-the-year  increases,  including:  communications  equipment,  stone, 
clay  and  glass,  miscellaneous  manufacturing,  and  miscellaneous  plastic  products.

The  Division  of  Employment  and  Training  (DET)  today  announced  that  the 
Massachusetts  seasonally  adjusted  unemployment  rate  dropped  from  3.2  percent  in 
July  to  3.1  percent  in  August.  For  the  twelve  month  period  from  September  1998  to 
August  1999,  unemployment  has  averaged  3.1  percent. 

The  Massachusetts  rate  remained  1.1  percentage  point  lower  than  the  U.S.  rate, 
which  also  dropped  0.1  percentage  point,  to  4.2  percent.  The  Massachusetts  rate  has 
been  lower  than  the  U.S.  rate  for  54  consecutive  months  and  has  run  at  least  one  frill 
percentage  point  lower  during  each  of  the  past  fifteen  months. 

Commenting  on  the  latest  jobs  report,  Governor  Paul  Cellucci  said  "This  latest 
drop  in  unemployment  is  further  evidence  that  our  agenda  for  economic  growth  is  on 
track." 


After  an  unusually  large  9,600  labor  force  expansion  in  July,  the  Massachusetts 
labor  force  fell  by  6,800  to  3,279,900  in  August.  The  number  of  Massachusetts 
residents  working  in  August  was  3,177,200,  off  3,900  from  its  record  breaking 
high  of  July,  while  the  number  of  unemployed  dropped  2,800  to  102,700  in 
August. 

Massachusetts  has  12,600  more  residents  working  and  2,800  fewer  unemployed 
in  August  1999  than  the  comparable  month  one  year  ago.  At  that  time,  in  August 
1998,  the  Massachusetts  unemployment  rate  was  already  at  a  then-decade  low  of 
3.2  percent. 

The  number  of  Massachusetis  jobs  in  August  reached  another  record  breaking 
high  for  the  seventh  consecutive  month.  The  2,800  net  monthly  increase  brought 
job  levels  to  3,228,600.  Jobs  are  up  42,800  (1.3  percent)  from  one  year  ago. 

The  services  industry  added  2,100  jobs  in  August,  reaching  a  record  high  for  the 
seventh  consecutive  month.  Social  services,  health  services,  and  engineering  and 
management  services  all  recorded  solid  over-the-month  gains.  Jobs  in  the  services 
industry  now  total  1,164,400,  an  increase  of  27,300  or  2.4  percent  from  one  year 
ago.  Business  services  are  up  9,100  or  3.8  percent  over  the  year,  engineering  and 
management  services  are  up  5,200  or  4.2  percent,  and  social  services  are  up  3,400 
or  4. 1  percent.

After  posting  a  particularly  strong  4,700  job  gain  in  July,  retail  trade  lost  nearly 
half  of  these  gains  in  August,  falling  by  2,200  to  559,900.  Specialty  retail  stores 
and  eating  and  drinking  places  showed  the  largest  over-the-month  declines.  Retail 
trade  has  generated  11, 200  jobs  since  August  1998  ~  a  2.0  percent  annual  increase 
~  with  gains  spread  among  all  industry  components. 

Manufacturing  followed  up  a  500  job  gain  in  July  with  600  additional  jobs  in 
August.  It  is  still  too  early  to  know  whether  the  recent  increases  for  this  sector 
represent  a  change  in  the  trend.

The  Division  of  Employment  and  Training  (DET)  today  announced  that  the 
Massachusetts  seasonally  adjusted  unemployment  rate  dropped  from  3.1  percent  in  August 
to  2.9  percent  in  September.  This  marks  only  the  fifth  time  since  modem  systems  of  record 
keeping  began  in  1970  that  the  monthly  rate  has  fallen  under  three  percent;  four  of  these 
record-breaking  lows  have  occurred  in  1999.   Unemployment  for  the  first  three  quarters  of 
1999  has  averaged  3.0  percent,  with  the  monthly  estimates  falling  in  a  narrow  range  from 
2.8  percent  to  3.2  percent. 

With  the  U.S.  rate  remaining  at  4.2  percent,  the  gap  between  the  Massachusetts  and  U.S. 
rates  stretched  to  1.3  percentage  points.  The  Massachusetts  rate  has  been  lower  than  the 
U.S.  rate  for  55  consecutive  months  and  has  run  at  least  one  full  percentage  point  lower 
during  each  of  the  past  sixteen  months. 

Commenting  on  the  latest  jobs  report.  Governor  Paul  Cellucci  said  "Our  policies  of 
cutting  taxes  and  creating  a  business  friendly  environment  are  continuing  to  produce  results 
for  the  working  people  of  Massachusetts.  Our  unemployment  rate  is  reaching  historic  lows 
and  remains  one  of  the  lowest  in  the  nation." 

The  number  of  unemployed  fell  by  8,400,  from  103,200  in  August  to  94,800  in 
September.   The  number  of  Massachusetts  residents  working  in  September  was 
3,178,300,  up  1,000  from  the  pnor  month  but  still  short  of  its  record  breakmg  high  of 
3,181,100  two  months  ago. 

Massachusetts  has  13,400  more  residents  working  and  14,500  fewer  unemployed  in 
September  1999  than  the  comparable  month  one  year  ago.  In  September  1998  the 
Massachusetts  unemployment  rate  stood  at  3.3  percent. 

Massachusetts  job  levels  reached  a  record  high  for  the  eighth  consecutive  month,  with  a 
2,600  increase  in  September.  At  3,23 1,600,  jobs  are  up  43,700  (1.4  percent)  from  one 
year  ago. 

After  seven  consecutive  months  of  expansion,  the  services  industry  held  steady  at  its 
August  record  high  of  1,164,300.

Retail  trade  jobs  declined  by  1,900  in  September,  while  wholesale  trade  added

The  Division  of  Employment  and  Training  (DET)  today  announced  that  the 
Massachusetts  seasonally  adjusted  unemployment  rate  increased  from  2.9  percent  in 
September  to  3.2  percent  in  October;  this  increase  was  driven  by  an  unusually  large  jump 
in  the  resident  labor  force  last  month.  Both  the  number  of  people  working  and  the  number 
of  jobs  in  Massachusetts  reached  new  all-time  highs  in  October.  Since  October  1998  the 
Massachusetts  rate  has  remained  in  a  narrow  range  from  2.8  percent  to  3.2  percent. 
Unemployment  for  the  first  ten  months  of  1999  has  averaged  3.0  percent. 

The  Massachusetts  rate  was  0.9  percentage  point  lower  than  the  U.S.  rate,  which  dropped 
from  4.2  percent  to  4.1  percent.  The  Massachusetts  rate  has  been  lower  than  the  U.S.  rate 
for  56  consecutive  months 

Commenting  on  the  latest  jobs  report,  Governor  Paul  Cellucci  said  "More  Massachusetts 
residents  are  working  than  ever  before.  This  is  proof  positive  of  the  effectiveness  of  our 
policies  of  fiscal  restraint,  cutting  taxes  and  improving  the  business  climate  in  the  Bay 
State."

Retail  trade  jobs  fell  by  1,700  in  October,  while  wholesale  trade  added  400  jobs  with 
increases  among  durable  goods  distributors.  Mirroring  the  national  picture,  retail  trade  in 
Massachusetts  has  declined  three  months  in  a  row.  Losses  are  being  reflected  in  specialty 
retail  shops,  general  merchandise  stores  and  apparel  stores.  At  557,600,  retail  trade  jobs 
are  still  up  8,300  or  1.5  percent  from  one  year  ago,  slightly  higher  than  the  1.4  percent 
job  growth  rate  shown  by  the  state's  economy  as  a  whole.  Over-the-year  gains  occurred 
in  all  industries  except  general  merchandise  stores. 

Finance,  insurance  and  real  estate  was  effectively  unchanged  in  October  at  222,200. 
Jobs  in  finance,  insurance  and  real  estate  are  up  3,600  or  1 .6  percent  over  the  year,  with 
gains  concentrated  in  the  security  and  commodity  broker  industry. 

Construction  was  down  slightly  in  October  with  a  200-job  decrease.  At  11 5,300, 
construction  is  up  6,300  or  5.8  percent  over  the  past  year,  but  job  levels  are  actually  800 
below  where  they  were  in  March  1999. 

Manufacturing  jobs  were  off  by  600  in  October,  but  at  435,200,  were  up  500  over  the 
most  recent  four-month  period.  Slower  job  losses  earlier  in  the  year  coupled  with  some 
recent  increases,  have  resulted  in  an  over-the-year  manufacturing  job  loss  that  has  now 
been  reduced  to  8,200.  Manufacturing  industries  showing  over-the-year  increases 
include:  communications  equipment;  stone,  clay  and  glass;  miscellaneous 
manufacturing;  printing  and  publishing;  and  rubber  products. 

In  the  high  technology  cluster,  nonmanufacturing  continues  to  show  rapid  job  growth, 
with  a  4.3  percent  increase  since  October  1998,  bringing  total  employment  to  147,500  as 
of  October  1999.  This  growth  rate  is  second  only  to  construction's  5.8  percent  over-the- 
year  rate  of  job  growth.  Nonmanufacturing  activity  now  represents  almost  half  (48 
percent)  of  the  304,700  high  technology  jobs  in  Massachusetts,  a  dramatic  shift  fi-om  ten 
years  ago,  when  nonmanufacturing  jobs  comprised  only  29  percent  of  high  technology 
employment  in  the  Bay  State.
